■POR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31ST. DECEMBER, 1943- 


The  routine  work  of  the  district  has  Been  carried  on  normally 
during  the  year  and  the  general  health  continues  to  be  excellent.  No 
cases  of  malnutrition  or  under-nutrition  have  been  brought  to  my 
notice.  Measles  and  Vi/hooping  Cough  were  prevalent  the  latter  causing 
5  deaths,  'scarlet  pever  was  also  prevalent  but  of  a  mild  typo  no 
deaths  being  recorded. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


Immunisation  has  been  continued  and  special  efforts  to  protect 
more  children  under  school  age  are  being  made^  Five  cases  were 
reported  during  the  year  with  no  deaths.  The  ages  of  the  five  were 
3,9,11>20  and  21  years  and  there  was  no  record  of  any  of  them  having 
boon  immunioed.  The  time  seems  opportune  to  stress  the  importance  of 
immunising  young  adults  if  they,  have  not  boon  treated  before  leaving 
school. 


SCABIES. 

Measures  taken  to  control  this  infestation  are  proving  effective. 


VENEREiVL  DISEASE. 

I  have  no  figures  as  to  the  incidence  and  prevalence. 

Paoilities  for  early  treatment,  which  is  so  important,  are  widely 
advertised,  propaganda  methods  by  sox  education,  as  organised  by  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  have  and  are  being  taken  advantage  of  by  exhibition  of  posters, 
distribution  of  leaflets  and  giving  of  lectures.

lo  Tho  complete  re-organisation  of  the  milk  industry. 

2o  A  largo  incroaso  in  veterinary  staffs. 

3»  The  training  of  more  milkors,  especially  women. 

4.  A  better  and  more  uniform  standard  inspection  of  herds 

and  promises. 

5«  An  endeavour  to  find  quicker  and  more  reliable  methods  of 

samplings 

6.  closer  collaboration  between  tho  veterinary  staff  and 

Medical  officers  of  Health. 

7.  Speeding  up  in  forming  tubercle  free  herds. 

8.  A  simplification  in  tho  designations  of  milk  to  clear  up 

misunderstandings  in  tho  mind  of  the  consumer. 

Most  of  these  matters  are  embodied  in  tho  recent  Government 
White  Paper  and  Act  dealing  with  the  Milk  &  Dairies  industry.

INTERIM  ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  •  THE  SENIOR  SANITx^RY  INSPECTOR 

POR  TPIE  YEAR  ENDING  31  ST.  DECEMBER?  1943* 

The  instructions  relating  to  war  time  Annual  Reports  continue 
to  require  a  brief  report.  The  work  of  the  department  continued 
successfully  throughout  the  year  and  the  follo¥,Mng  are  the  few  matters 
calling  for  special  comment. 


V/ATER  SUPPLY. 


At  prosont  in  thirteen  parishes  in  the  diatrLct  water  is 
supplied  by  the  Norwich  Corporation^  The  supply  'Is  The 

number  of  houses  connected  to  this  corporation’s  mains  is 
38%  of  the  total  number  of  the  houses  in  the  district. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  private  wells  most 
of  them  being  shallow.  A  supply  is  urgently  needed  in  the  parishes 
of  poulsham.,  Gt >  v/itchingham  and  Theme Ithorpe  and  the  preparation  of 
schemes  for  theso  villages  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  directed  that  schemes  shall  be  prepared  to  provide 
for  a  piped  supply  of  water  in  every  parish  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  required  241  visits  being  made  to 
the  Government  Controlled  slaughter  House  and  7? 243  carcases  were 
examined®  A*  considerable  quantity  of  meat  was  condemned. 

MILK  SUPPLY.  ,  '  ,  ,  . 

The  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  continued  to  receive  due 
attention  throughout  the  year  and  493  inspections  wore  made.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  202  cowkeepers  on  the  register  under  the 
Milk  &  Dairies  Order, 1926. 

During  the  year  the  Go^^^’^nment  prepared  proposals  for  changing 
the  administration  for  supervising  production  of  milk.  It  is 
difficult  to  see  where  any  improvemenu  be  obtained  by  the  new 

proposals  unless  legislation  of  a  more  defini  ■character  than  the 
present  Milk  &  Dairies  Order  is  introduced.  In  my  the 

paramount  need  is  for  a  prescribed  standard  of  cleanliness  oi^'mllk. 

ACCREDITED  MILK  3A^/IPLING. 

The  sampling  programme  was  completed  the  total  number  of 
samples  taken  being  103» 

96  samples  were,  taken  from,  .producers  holding  licenses*,'  and  of 
theso  19  samples  taken  from  15  Producers  failed  to  pass  the  test. 
Three  producers  had  two  consecutive  samples  fail,  and  one  producer 
had  his  licence  suspended.  One  other  producer  had  two  samples  fail 
but  they  wer’e.  not. consecutive .  26  producers  (or  63*4%)  had  a 

completely  satisfactory  record  for  samples  during  the  year. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  3  applicants  for  licenses- and  of 
theso  only  three  passed  the  test  while  one  applicant  was*  unsuccessful 
in  his  applioation,

TUBERCLE  BACILLI  IN  MILK. 

It  will  be  recalled  A-^t  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  the 
County  Council  asked  for  the  ut^uneiJ., '  ^  co-operation  in  the  taking  of 
samples  of  milk  for  the  detection  of  Tuberculo®"’  o. 

It  was  arranged  that  the  County  Council  would  be  responsible 
for  taking  samples  from  Vi/holesalers  and  the  collecting  depots  and 
the  Rural  District  Councils  would  bo  responsible  for  sampling  from  ■ 
Retail  producers. 

Altogether  26o  samples  were  taken  on  behalf  of  this  Council, 
but  of  those  33  were  inconclusive  owing  to  the  premature  death  of  the 
guinea  pigs.  Of  the  223  effective  samples  taken  21  wore  taken  from 
wholesalers  at  the  same  time  that  Accredited  Sa.  pies  wore  taken,  in 
the  same  period  I  have  received  notification  that  the  County  Council 
took  34  samples  from  'Wholesale  producers  in  this  district. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  was  found  in  only  one  sample  and  the  cow 
_ _ _  .  slaughtered. 


TUBERCLE  BaCILLI  IN  MILK  (Contd* ) 

This  reprosonts  only  0*44%  of  the  samples  taken  by  this 
Council  and  if  those  taken  by  the  county  Council  are  included  the 
percentage  is  0*39^o« 

in  addition  to  the  one  cow  traced  as  a  result  of  those  samples 
only  eight  cows  were  found  to  be  Tubercular  and  were  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order.  These  latter  animalsj  however,  would  not 
necessarily  be  giving  Tubercular  milk* 

During  the  year  18  cows  were  condemned  on  account  of  Tuberculosis 
at  Cawston  slaughter  house  and  in  every  case  information  as  to  the 
former  owners  was  obtained*  SQvonteen  dame  from  other  districts  and 
the  information  was  passed  on  to  the  County  Medical  officer  of  Health. 
The  remaining  one  animal  came  from  this  district  and  although  the 
udder  was  affected  the  presence  of  the  disease  had  not  boon  disclosed 
by  the  sampling  programme  or  veterinary  examination* 

SCAVENGING* 

»  There  is  very  little  calling  for  comment  in  regard  to  the 
Scavenging  services  Which  were  maintained  .at  a  reasonably  satis¬ 
factory  standard  having  regard  to  the  labour  available. •• 

SuILVAGE.

During  the  year  403  tons  of  Salvage  were  returned  to  industry 
and  this  reflects  credit  on  the  inri-atry  of  the  Salvage  stewards  of 
the  district  who  work  in  a  voluntary  o^pecity  and  also  of  school 
children. 

HOUSING. 

in  view  of  the  shortage  of  labour  owners  of  property  have  been 
asked  to  carry  out  only  essential  repairs  to  dwellings  and  the  scheme 
introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
making  provision  for  the  issue  of  Essentiality  certificates  is 
proving  of  material  assistance  in  the  carrying  out  of  urgent  repairs.
